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District library to 
seek $14 million 
bond for 20 yrs.

The Belleville Area District Library 
Board will seek permission from voters for 
a bond of $14 million to be paid off in 20 
years, 2 months. 

The bond will be put on the Nov. 8 ballot 
along with .75 mills operating funds for 20 
years to add to the current approved .7 mill 
that expires in 2022. 

The decision was made at the board’s 
regular meeting June 14. 

The board considered whether to have 
the bond for 25 years, 2 months, which 
would cost less each year but boost the 
total interest paid to $11.7 million. 

The 20 years, 2 months interest paid is 
estimated at $8.7 million. 

The decision is based on a successful bond 
election in November, bonds dated March 
2017, an annual Taxable Value growth rate 
of 1.5%, and an allowance for delinquency 
of 7%. 

In other business at the one hour, 
13-minute meeting, the board: 

e Received new drawings of the proposed 
library from architect Dan Whisler. When 
asked about the flat roof, Whisler said 
the Belleville Building Zoning Ordinance 
requires a flat roof. He said it’s not really 
flat, bur has to slope to drain. Most flat 
roofs are not a problem, he said, and, “It’s 
impossible to put a sloped roof on every 
building”; 

e Voted to decline Sam Cumberledge’s 
offer to videotape meetings and try instead 
to record meetings internally. They also 
agreed to thank Sam for his interest 
and efforts. They potentially could call 
on him for special events in the future. 
Cumberledge had recorded the May 
meeting, volunteering his time; 

e Approved the 2016-17 proposed “pretty- 
much status quo” budget of $977,508 and

Residents gather to hear plans to 
upgrade all streets in Belleville

On June 15 about 60 residents of the 
city of Belleville gathered at the Belleville 
High School cafeteria to hear information 
on plans to upgrade all the streets in the 
city. 

The crowd was skeptical of the plan 
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which included a possible 20-year bond for 
$12 million that would cost a home valued 
at $100,000, with a state equalized value 
of $53,600, about $552 in additional taxes 
a year. 

The bond issue would be paid by a millage 
of 10.25 mills. 

There are 9.84 miles of two-laned streets 
in the city, which had a population of 3,991 
in the 2010 census. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said the next step 
is to discuss the issue at a council meeting 
in July when the council will look at

Chapman arrested 
after jumping in the 
lake to flee police

James Forrest Chapman, 56, of Belleville 
was arrested June 3 after jumping in 
Belleville Lake and swimming off to avoid 
Van Buren Township Police. 

VBT Police Lt. Charles Bazzy said 
Chapman was visiting his friend on Alba 
Court when they allegedly got into a fight. 
The friend called VBT police and then 
Chapman called VBT police, Lt. Bazzy 
said. 

When police arrived, Chapman fled and 
jumped into the water, Lt. Bazzy said. 
Chapman swam along the shoreline, with 
Officer Champagne following along on the 
shore. The officer reportedly was taking 
off his bulletproof vest and other heavy 
gear to get in the water and pull Chapman 
to safety, when Chapman came out of the 
water himself and was arrested. 

Lt. Bazzy said Chapman placed the police 
in jeopardy for requiring them to enter the 
water to save him, thus the obstructing a 
police officer charge. 

After Chapman’s arrest, he refused to 
provide a DNA sample as required by 
law, so he was charged with a simple 
misdemeanor for the refusal. 

He also is charged as a habitual offender. 

Chapman was scheduled to be before 34" 
District Court Judge David Parrott on June 
22 for a preliminary exam on the charges. 

Chapman also refused to give a DNA 
sample last year on an aggravated stalking 
charge, but 34" District Court Judge Brian 
Oakley dismissed the charge. Since then, 
the Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office 
appealed Judge Oakley’s decision to circuit 
court. And, the court recently reversed 
Oakley’s decision. 

The 2015 DNA charge is being sent back 
to 34" District Court to be reheard because 
circuit court said the district court erred. 

Chapman’s bond on the most recent 
charge was $2,000/10% and he paid 
$200 bond but was not released from the 
Wayne County Jail because of a hold for a 
violation of probation charge from Circuit 
Court Judge Margaret Van Houten. 

This had to do with his nolo contendere

whether to propose the issuing of bonds or, 
perhaps, a Special Assessment District. 

She said they will decide which method 
makes the most sense, but either would 
need voter approval. She said the council 
didn’t want to start the process and find 
the residents didn’t support it, thus that 
evening’s meeting was set. 

Engineers John Hennessey and Ryan 
Kerr gave a presentation on the PASER 
study done on all the streets in the city. 
He said the state evaluation — Paver 
Surface Evaluating Rating — makes sure all 
evaluations throughout the state were the 
same. 

Their study showed 37.7% of the streets 
in the city are good (3.7 miles), but need 
preventive maintenance; 51% are fair 
(5.08 miles), and need concrete or asphalt 
replacements of sections of the streets; 
and 10.7% are poor (1.06 miles), needing 
complete reconstruction. 

Hennessey said the “fair” streets will 
deteriorate to “poor” quickly without 
action. 

Members of the audience discussed 
specific problems in the city, such as the 
sinkholes on Potter Drive and the sinking 
sewer hookup on High Street. 

Eric Luke said the PASER study is already 
18 months old, so he’s sure the state of the 
streets have slipped down a notch already. 

“We have ratings,” Luke said. “We have 
to do something. What’s the next step?” 

Hennessey said the city has to put together 
ballot language. He said Phase | is getting 
approval from the community and then the 
detailed engineering work can be done. He 
said it will be a five-year process to get all 
the streets into the “good” category. 

He said the proposed ballot language has 
to go to the attorney general for approval 
before putting it to voters. 

When asked about the changing conditions 
of the roads, Hennessey said the state 
wants an assessment every five years. It’s 
a fluid document because the state wants 
municipalities to be able to plan. 

Men in the audience noted the concrete 
that has been used is not good and asked if 
the city could bypass a contractor and buy 
good concrete. They need core samples to 
make sure it won’t fall apart. 

Mary Ann Bittner said that the city owns 
Main Street, so why doesn’t it restrict the 
heavy trucks that break up the roadway? 

Hennessey said it’s a Class A road, but 
he noted that there might be something the 
city can do. 

Bittner pointed out that the library is 
going to ask voters to support a millage. 

Henry Kurczewski said there will be 
seven or eight millage proposals on ballots 
this year, depending on where you live.

Court Watching: 
Cody Tindall bound over 


on charge of stripping 
mobile home

After a preliminary exam on June 8 
before Judge Brian A. Oakley, defendant 
Cody Gene Tindall was bound over to 
circuit court to face charges of larceny in 
a building.

Homes, at Van Buren Estates, testified that 
on Aug. 28 an eviction was in process at 16 
Oak Street where Cody Tindall had lived. 

Vida said people said there was activity 
at the single-wide mobile home, where she 
was about to have belongings removed by 
the court. 

She said she walked up to the front door 
and found the door jamb was broken. She 
said Tindall had keys and he did not return 
them. The door was damaged and there 
also were pry marks on the back door, 
where there are no steps. 

She said the home had been leased and she 
found missing a washer, dryer, refrigerator, 
toilet, vanity, sink, exhaust fan, lights from 
the bathroom and a dislodged water tank. 
She contacted Van Buren Police. 

Next witness was Robert Polulak who 
lives at 15 Oak Street, across the street from 
Tindall. He said he thought his neighbor 
was moving when he saw him loading 
things and he didn’t think anything of it. 

He saw him moving beds, a washer and 
dryer, and a white refrigerator. 

“I was having a few beers with a buddy 
of mine and we were watching a neighbor 
move, about midnight,” he said. 

He testified the vehicle was a Chevy 1500 
pickup that belonged to the neighbor. 

Polulak said he specifically saw the wash 
er and dryer in the back of the truck and 
he saw him place the dryer in the truck. 
Another person helped him, he said. 

Taron Keeon Modock 

Taron Keeon Modock, 20, charged with 
ten counts of possessing fraudulent financial 
transaction devices, waived his preliminary 
exam and will appear at the Frank Murphy 
Hall of Justice for an arraignment on the 
information June 22. His retained attorney 
is Mohammod Nasser and he is out after 
posting $15,000/10% bond. 

The crime allegedly took place on April 
28 in Van Buren Township. VBT Det. Ken 
Toney is the officer in charge.

On Tuesday, the Huron River Watershed 
Council sent out a news release celebrating 
the Ann Arbor City Council’s vote on 
Monday to ban the use of coal tar sealants 
in the city. 

Van Buren Township was the first 
municipality in the state to ban coal 
tar use after Dr. David Wilson and the 
Environmental Commission were alerted 
to the toxic substance by the Watershed 
Council. Especially convincing was the 
idea of children playing on driveways 
sealed with coal tar substance and then 
tracking particles into the house or having 
it on their hands when they eat. 

Scio Township then also banned it. 

Dr. Wilson and many others are convinced 
it is a carcinogen and banning its use saves 
children’s lives. 

Dr. Wilson and David Brownlee, chairman 
of the VBT Environmental Commission, 
gave presentations on coal tar to Sumpter 
Township and City of Belleville planning 
commissions hoping to have VBT’s 
neighboring communities join in the coal 
tar ban. But Sumpter and Belleville have 
not moved forward. Now Ann Arbor is third 
on the growing list of aware communities. 

Dr. Wilson and Brownlee are convinced 
that coal tar will be banned by the state 
and, eventually, nationwide. 

And, at Tuesday’s township board 
meeting, Trustee Phil Hart was pleased to 
announce that Van Buren Township led the 
way in Michigan. Congratulations.

School Board holds 
hearing on budgets; 
to approve them June 27

The Van Buren Public Schools Board 
of Education will meet at 7 p.m. Monday, 
June 27, to approve the proposed 2016-17 
budget and the amended 2015-16 budget. 

Ata special meeting on Monday, attended 
by about a dozen people, Finance Director 
Shareen Barker presented the figures. None 
of the public spoke at the hearing. 

The amended 2015-16 budget had 
$50,242,167 in expenditures which was 
$1,371,751 more than the revenue. That 
was taken from fund balance to balance the 
books. 

The 2016-17 proposed budget has 
expenditures of $47,532,235, which 
is $2,088,855 more than revenue, 
necessitating using fund balance to balance 
that budget. 

Fund balance as of June 30, the end of 
this fiscal year, will be $6,717,792. The 
expected fund balance June 30, 2017 is 
$4,628,957, which amounts to 10.18% of 
the general fund budget.
